9. Could local businessmen, industry, church organizations, 
groups, Y.M.C.A., and private cinvens. through tax write-off donations 
contribute searly pledges for the support of. this locally historical 
structure? 

10. Could local government and city staff support this building and 
public use as has been done with other parksite buildings? 

We don't believe that our city government should jump will- nilly into 
every public or historical preservation project that comes down the road. 
But we strongly feel that the city leaders and staff owe it tagheir electors 
and salary-pavers to strongly and sincerely support, investigate. and 
report in factual detail to the community the outcome of their endeavors 
before putting on the block, a valuable piece of public property especialls 
when they have not even set a bast minimum on the purchase worth of 
our public property. 

We would suggest that our city continue for 60 to 90 days any action Co 
dispose of this public property, pay the needed insurance coverages to 
protect it for this period of filme. and publicly report back to all citizens 
answers to the questions raised here and any others that may be 
necessary. 

Full and clear disclosures lead to enlightenment for all and conunued 
appreciation of the forthrightness of government from supporters and 
detractors alike.
